ready allotted to the dealers of the 
county for the present month. Certif­ 
icates for this amount of sugar are 
now in the hands of the local commit­ 
tee, which will hold a meeting at 3:30 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon at the 
office of County Auditor

for the purpose of apportioning these 
certificates among the dealers.

township and village representatives 
of the food committe are urged to lie 
present at this meeting so that they 
may receive the certificates 
appor­ 
tioned to their respective localities. 
Recently the state food administra­ 
tor sent out a request to the county 
committee to send estimates of the 
amount of sugar needed for 
home 
canning during the present month. 
The replies indicated that 
8,000,000 
pounds were needed in Ohio for that 
purpose. 
The State 
administrator 
has at his disposal 
only 
2,000,000 
pounds of sugar, which means 
that 
Greene county gets only one-fourth 
of the amount it is estimated to need.

The certificates for 20,000 pounds 
of sugar is positively 
all the local 
committee can secure this 
month. 
This amount is in addition to 
the 
amount of sugar already allotted di­ 
rectly to the dealers. 
These certifi­ 
cates for home canning only. When 
issued to the consumer they can be 
used to secure sugar from the grocer 
who in turn can use the same certifi­ 
cates to Inly a like amount of sugar 
from the wholesaler. 
The State department advises 
the 
\ocal committee that retailers posi 
tively must get along on their reg­ 
ular certificates issued from the Col­ 
umbus office for household and table 
use during the month.
